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COLUMBUS,  OHIO: 

Men  may  legally  appear  in  public  in 
women's  clothing  as  long  as  they  also 
sport  a beard. 

The  Franklin  County  court  of  Appeals, 
in  dismissing  cases  against  three 
bearded  men  arrested  last  December 
at  a Gay  Activists  Alliance  dance,  said 
they  "Apparently  are  not  trying  to  pass 
as  women.  " 

The  law  under  which  they  had  been 
charged  forbids  public  nudity  or  in  "dress 
not  belonging  to  his  or  her  sex.  " 

Dispite  dismissal  of  the  charges,  the 
secretary  of  the  Gay  Activists,  Patrix 
Miller,  said  it  cannot  be  considered  a 
victory  because  the  court  upheld  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  law. 

The  judges  said  in  their  ruling  that  the 
law  prevents  persons  from  being  victim- 
ized by  impersonators  of  the  opposite 
s ex.

wedding  gifts  in  the  chosen  patterns. 

On  display  at  May/D  &;  F for  the  last 
several  weeks  have  been  the  silver  and 
china  selected  by  a couple  about  to  be 
joined  in  wedlock,  together  with  a small 
card  identifying  them  as  the  Rev.  Ronald 
Carnes  and  Mr.  Tod  Mason,  Jr. 

It  took  a minor  hassle  for  the  gay  lovers 
to  "integrate"  the  dance  floor  of  the  Den- 
ver Hilton  Hotel  earlier  this  year,  but  the 
bridal  registry  gambit  caused  no  ctir  at 
all.

HOUSTON,  TEXAS 

Two  men  went  through  a drag  wedding 
ceremony  here  after  obtaining  what  an 
attorney  says  is  a legal  marriage  li- 
cense. 

If  it  succeeds,  this  will  be  the  first  le- 
gal same-sex  marriage  in  the  state  and 
possibly  the  second  in  the  nation  outside 
of  California.  But  there  were  rumblings 
from  county  officials  over  the  way  the 
license  was  obtained. 

The  wedding  at  the  Harmony  Wedding 
Chapel  was  between  Antonio  Molina,  33, 
a former  high  school  football  player  from 
Brownsville,  Texas  and  William  "Billie" 
Ert,  30,  onetime  hairstylist  for  actress 
Jayne  Mansfield. 

The  ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Rev. 
Richard  Vincent,  pastor  of  the  Metro- 
politan Community  Church  in  Dallas. 

Ert,  a female  impersonator  opening  at 
a downtown  nightclub  wore  a blond  wig 
and  a traditional  white  bridal  gown  for 
the  ceremony.  Molina,  who  works  as  a 
shipping  clerk,  wore  a tuxedo. 

The  same-sex  wedding  question  brought 
a ruling  from  state  Atty.  Gen.  Crawford 
martin  that  the  county  clerks  are  not 
authorized  to  issue  licenses  to  persons 
of  the  same  sex.  But  he  said  anyone  who 
has  obtained  a license  can  marry. 

Ert  and  Molina  applied  for  their  license 
at  Whorton,  60  miles  west  of  Houston, 
with  Ert  wearing  a woman's  wig  and  a 
miniskirt.  He  said  he  used  the  name 
"Billie"  and  was  not  asked  his  sex.  It 
appears  on  the  license  as  "Miss  Billie 
Ert.  " 

"Only  two  things  can  void  a marriage  in 
this  state,  " said  Attorney  Richard  Cross, 
One  is  if  a person  marries  a relative 
and  the  other  is  if  one  of  the  parties  is 
already  married.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  law  which  says  they  must  be  of  the 

opposite  sex. 
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NEW  YORK  CITY 

An  apparent  happy  ending  has  been  re-, 
ported  in  the  case  of  a gay  l6-year-ol^P^ 
faced  with  being  sent  to  a juvenile  de- 
tention center,  though  he  had  committed 
no  crime,  after  he  was  kicked  out  of  the 
foster  home  where  he  had  spent  12  years. 

Sidney  Abbott,  one  of  the  founders  of 
Identity  House,  said  the  boy  has  been 
placed  in  a new  home  with  a mother  and 
older  son  through  the  efforts  of  Identity 
Hous  e. 

However,  "after  he  was  placed  there, 

Ms.  Abbott  elaborated,  "we  discovered 
he  sometimes  cross-dressed.  The 
case  worker  hadn't  told  us  that.  We  wish 
he  had  because  it  would  have  given  us 
an  opportunity  to  counsel  the  new  family 
beforehand.  " 

The  boy,  who  is  black,  was  "depressed 
because  no  one  wanted  him,  and  had 

dropped  out  of  school,  " Ms.  Abbott 

said,  "Now  he's  very  happy  in  his  new 
environment  and  he  is  back  in  school 
and  doing  very  well.  "

battleship  Repulse  at  sea,  a prying  plebeian  world  has  fre- 
quently surprised  royalty  masquerading  in  petticoats. 


The  most  astounding  of  all  the  processions  that  shall 
pass  under  our  survey  is  the  personage  history  knows 
as  OUEEN  ELIZABETH  of  England. 

Legend  knows  the  "Virgin  Queen"  as  the  "Bisley  Boy, 
and  the  late  Bram  Stoker,  who  investigated  the  legend 
throughly  and  gave  it  generally  to  the  world  as  the  ex- 
citing climax  of  his  thrilling  book,  "Famous  Imposters, 
identifies  the' personage  who  sat  on  the  throne  in  the 
most  brilliant  period  of  British  history,  as  the  il- 
legitimate son  of  Henry  VII 's  own  natural  son,  the 
Duke  of  Richmond,  posing  first  as  the  little  dead 
princess  Elizabeth,  his  cousin,  to  overcome  a 
temporary  difficulty,  and  then  compelled  to  keep 
up  the  imposture  all  the  rest  of  his  life  as 
Princess  and  then  as  Queen. 


Elizabeth  the"Que 


In  the  little  village  of  Bisley,  high 
up  in  the  Cotswold  Hills  of  Surrey, 

Bram  Stoker,  friend  and  biographer 
of  the  later  Sir  Henry  Irving,  stumbled 
onto  a tradition  that  has  persisted 
for  three  centuries,  with  a wealth  of 
circumstance,  that  in  the  Manor  House 
of  the  place,  died,  when  she  was  scarce- 
ly twelve  years  old,  the  Princess  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  of  Henry  VIII  and  Anne 
Boleyn.  She  had  been  sent  into  the 
hills  to  escape  the  pestilence  raging 

London.  The  death  of  the  little  Prin- 
cess was  sudden,  and  came  just  before 
her  royal  father  was  to  pay  her  a visit. 

"The  governess  feared  to  tell  her  father,  " 
Mr.  Stoker  relates.  "Henry  VII  had  the 
sort  of  temper  which  did  not  make  for 
the  happiness  of  those  around  him. " 


The  poor  woman,  in  despair,  hid  the 
body  of  the  Princess,  and  rushed  off 
to  the  villag'e  "to  find  a living  girl 
child  who  could  be  passed  off  for  the 
princes  s . 

Throughout  the  little  village  and  its 
surroundings  was  to  be  found  no  girl 
child  of  an  age  reasonably  suitable  for 
the  purpose  required.  More  than  ever 
distracted,  for  time  was  flying  by,  she 
determined  to  take  the  greater  risk  of 
a boy  substitute  --  if  a boy  could  be 
found.  Happily  for  the  woman's  safety, 
for  her  very  life  now  hung  in  the 
balance,  this  venture  was  easy  enough 
to  begin.  There  was  a boy  availabl^tfL 
and  just  such  a boy  as  would  suit  th^^ 
special  purpose  for  which  he  was  re- 
quired --a  boy  well  known  to  the 
governess,  for  the  little  Princess  had 


taken  a fancy  to  him  and  had  lately 
been  accustomed  to  play  with  him. 
Moreover,  he  was  a pretty  boy  as  might 
have  been  expected  from  the  circum- 
''^nce  of  the  little  Lady  Elizabeth 
lilting  chosen  him  as  her  playmate. 

He  was  close  at  hand  and  available  .So 
he  was  clothed  in  the  dress  of  the  dead 
child,  they  being  of  about  equal  stature.  " 

The  exciting  suspense  of  the  governess 
in  her  search  for  a proper  boy  for  the 
purpose  is  a little  gratuitous  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Stoker,  since  the  tradition, 
as  it  works  out,  makes  the  little  female 
impersonator  Elizabeth's  bastard  cousin, 
strongly  resembling  her,  despite  his 
illegitimacy  --  Elizabeth  herself,  by  the 
way,  escaped  being  a bastard  by  only  a 
few  weeks,  Anne  Boleyn  being  a bride 
on  whose  forehead  the  orange  blossoms 
already  had  withered. 

This  boy,  born  of  the  girl  who  afterward 
became  the  Duke  of  Richmond's  wife,  had 
been  sent  into  the  Cotswold  Hills  to  con- 
Sj||l  the  indiscretion  of  the  lively,  little 
b^Ke  - to  - be,  the  pretty  Lady  Mary 
Howard.  The  waif,  naturally  in  his 
mother's  way,  passed  as  a Neville,  poor 
relations  of  the  Howards,  with  whom  he 
was  left  in  the  hills  of  Surrey.  The  legend 
argues  the  substitution  could  have  been 
made  with  few  questions  asked.  Also,  if 
the  boy  actually  was  there,  he  must  have 
looked  like  a godsend  to  governess. 

"The  visit  passed  off  successfully,  Henry 
suspected  nothing;  as  the  whole  thing  had 
happened  so  swiftly,  there  had  been  no 
antecedent  anxiety.  Elizabeth  had  been 
brought  up  in  such  dread  of  her  father 
that  he  had  not,  at  the  rare  intervals  of 
his  seeing  her,  been  accustomed  to  any 
affectionate  effusiveness  on  her  part; 
and  in  his  hurried  visit  he  had  not  time 
for  baseless  conjecture.  " 

The  imposter,  of  course,  had  to  be 

protect  the  heads  of  all  con- 
cerned. Though  doubly  illegitimate, 
this  grandchild  of  Henry's  had  both 
mother  and  grandmother  from  the 


nobility,  and  was  as  high-born  on  the 
female  side  as  the  male.  He  was  a 
bright,  handsome  boy,  strongly  re- 
sembling Elizabeth  and  Henry  himself, 
precociouslv  clever  and  easily  capable 
of  becoming  one  of  the  strongest  mon- 
archs  of  England,  and  the  mightiest 
"queen"  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

Stoker  analyzes  the  character  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  history  knows,  making  much 
of  the  strongly  masculine  trend  of  her 
mind,  noted  by  all  historians;  of  the 
fact  that  she,  though  a daughter  of  the 
passionated  Henry  and  the  daring  Anne,  a 
and  decended  from  a line  of  not  overly 
moral  ancestors,  preferred  to  remain  a 
virgin  (historians,  however, have  refus ed 
to  take  her  virginity  as  seriously  as  her 
lauding  subjects,  including  Shakespeare): 
that  there  was  a profound  secret  in  her 
life  which  historians  have  sought  in  vain 
to  penetrate,  shared  only  by  her  nurse, 
Mrs.  Ashley,  and  Sir  Thomas  Parry,  both 
protectors  of  her  childhood.  These  two 
alone,  he  avers,  of  all  who  surrounded 
her,  were  never  victims  of  her  insane 
temper.  On  this  theory,  too,  can  be 
explained  Elizabeth's  belligerent  aversion 
to  doctors,  refusing  their  intimate  atten- 
dance even  on  her  deathbed, 

A pitiful  confirmation  of  Stoker's  theory 
came  to  light  a few  years  ago.  In  a 
little  walled-in  garden  of  the  Manor  is 
a flower  bed  "set  in  an  antique  stone 
receptacle  of  oblong  shape  which  pre- 
sents something  of  the  appearance  of  a 
stone  coffin  of  the  earlier  ages.  . . When 
the  governess  wished  to  hid  the  secret 
hurriedly,  she  hid  the  body,  intending 
it  to  be  only  temporarily,  in  the  stone 
coffin  which  lay  in  the  garden  at  Over- 
court  outside  the  Princess's  window. 

Some  ten  years  ago  the  bones  of  a young 
girl  lying  amidst  rags  of  fine  clothing 
were  found  in  the  stone  coffin.  The 
finder  was  a churchman  --a  man  of  the 
highest  character  and  a member  of  a 
celebrated  ecclesiastical  family.  The  said 
finder  firmly  believed  in  the  story  of 
the  Bisley  Boy.  "

TUCSON,  ARIZONA 

Some  15  persons  --  many  of  them  men 
clad  in  feminine  attire  --  picketed  out- 
side the  STONEWALL  BAR  recently 
in  protest  of  alleged  discrimination 

against  transvestites. 
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The  bar,  2921  N.  1st  Ave.  , opened 
just  a few  weeks  ago  advertising  that 
it  wanted  the  homosexual  clientele  now 
welcome  at  three  other  bars  in  the 

Jack  Lathan,  one  of  the  men  protesting 
last  night,  said  he  was  repeatedly  re- 
fused entrance  because  his  clothing  was 
too  feminine.  Lathan  said  John  Morgan, 
one  of  the  two  owners  of  the  bar,  told 
him  the  customers  preferred  that  trans- 
vestites not  be  welcome. 


Lathan  took  his  complaints  to  the  gay 
liberation  organization  in  the  city.  Gay 
Liberation  of  the  Arizona  Desert  (GLAD) 
which  organized  what  was  the  first 
homosexual  protest  staged  in  Tucson. 

Chuck  Ashburn,  one  of  GLAD's  organizers 
said  the  name  STONEWALL  is  taken  from 
a gay  bar  in  New  York's  Greenwich 
Village  where  homosexuals  revolted 
against  police  harassment.  Ashburn  says 
it  was  mostly  the  drag  queens  - trans- 
vestites - who  led  the  revolt. 

Leonard  Scheff,  an  attorney  with  the 
Arizona  Civil  Liberties  Union,  told  the 
protestors  that  they  had  every  right  to 
picket  and  voice  their  disapproval,  but 
that  no  laws  apparently  can  prevent  the 
bar  owners  from  discriminating  against 
men  dressed  in  women's  clothes. 


Two  police  officers  watched  the  picketing 
but  said  they  were  present  only  to  pre- 
serve order. 


The  picketeers  changed  "Out  of  the  clos- 
ets into  the  streets,  referring  to  the 
movement  among  homosexuals  to  openly 
display , their  sexuality  rather  than  hide  it 
from  the  public.
